selling their homes in town. 
Meanwhile, the basement of the 
Balmoral was flooded, ruining 
the building’s heating and elec- 
trical service. 

Residents are still displaced, 
still living with relatives in other 
communities. At least one 
woman, who did not want her 
name in the Jownsman, has 
been living in a local hotel since 
the flood. The process of 
rebuilding has been painfully 
slow for many of the displacd 

Many in town do not realize 
this, because there are few obvi- 
ous signs of trouble. But the 
Andover senior center will host 
an event next month looking to 
help Andover flood victims. 

The town of Andover has 
helped in other ways, too. Per- 
mit fees - $25, plus $13 for 
every $1,000 spent on a job 
have been waived. The town 
might also give homeowners 
some tax relief. Some condo- 
minium owners said the town is 
considering an abatement plan 
so they will not have to pay 
property taxes during their dis- 
placement They received letters 
about the plan late last week, 
they said,

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Balmoral is back __. 


4 basement homes demolished, rest are occupied again 


Many residents of the flood-damaged Bal- 
moral Condominiums, located at 16 Balmoral 
St., have been able to return home as most live 


above the ground level. 


More than 86 homeowners (140 residents 
from 86 families) were left homeless as a result 
of the May flooding. The historic building suf- 
fered more than $2 million in damage and loss- 
es, not including the loss of personal items. 

Paul Bettano, chairman of Balmoral's Board 
of Trustees, said Tuesday that 82 of those 86 
units are now occupied. Four basement units 
“have been completely demolished,” he said, 
and the affected residents have found short- 


term housing elsewhere.

He agreed that demolition, permit inspec- 
tions and asbestos removal takes time and was 
not surprised to hear that some Washington 
Park homeowners are still waiting for work to 
be completed on their homes.

Each of the women said they 
were grateful for the check they 
received from the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency. 
They said each check was less 
than a third of what they are 
spending to rebuild their homes. 
Their homeowner insurance 
policies also covered rebuilding 
costs, but waiting for checks and 
hiring workers to clean — espe- 
cially to remove the mold — takes 
time. 

“We have spent a lot of time 
waiting. We wait for the contrac- 
tors, cleaning people, that sort of 
thing,” Greenwood said. 

These women remain grateful 
to the town’s police, fire and 
public works employees who 
safely evacuated them from the 
flood. Fortunately, no one was 
injured in the flood and there 
were no fatalities. 

“We know there is hope for 
us. And at least we have a senior 
center. This place has done won- 
ders for us,” Greenwood said. 
“We look so forward to coming 
here and seeing our friends. We 
just can’t wait to be home.”

The Scarlet Letter 
BY NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE

This historical novel by Nathaniel Hawthorne earns 
a perfect 10 rating for its depiction of early Colonial 
life 

HE SCARLET LETTER is one of the most influen- 
tial books in American history. Although writ- 
ten in the mid-19th century, it is based on a 
much earlier time — Colonial New E ngland. 

In this hyperreligious society, sin and wrongdoers are 
not only looked down 
upon, but utterly reject- 
ed by the community. 
Hester Prynne, a 
known adulterer with 
an illegitimate child by 
her side, is forced to 
live with a red letter 

A” on her chest 

She became ostra- 
cized by society and 
humiliated by those 
around her. However, 
the father is not 
revealed. Prynne serves 
her own punishment, 
but refuses to reveal 
her partner in the per- 
ceived Puritanical

In the meantime, her husband returns from E ngland 
in the midst of the turmoil, and decides to take a new 
identity to avoid controversy. 

The Scarlet Letter is, above all, a story about guilt 
and the destructiveness of a pretentious society. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne's analysis of the early English 
colony is considered by many to be not only accurate, 
but also captivating 

Hawthorne uses symbolism and metaphor to create a 
mood fueled by the emotions of the characters. It is not 
a story of action and adventure; however, it is filled with 
enough suspense and drama to make it interesting to any 
reader 

I recommend this book to anyone interested in the lit- 
erary history of the United States. 

I give ita rating of 10 out of 10. Hawthorne’s mastery 
of the English language is clearly evident through this 
work. While perhaps not the most entertaining novel 


one 1s likely to read, The Scarlet Letter is one of the 
best.

has already begun the process of building a 
fiberoptic network across the town. The 
new Andover contract requires the entire 
hetwork, including all underground work, 
to be completed in a three-year span.

Dempsey said all aerial 
work by Verizon will be completed by the 
end of the year. 

“From day one we'll be able to provide 
services to 50 percent of the community,” 
said McGrail. “Our commitment is to 
serve the entire town with our license.” 

Goodman said Comcast’s hybrid fiber 
network in use now will stil] compare 
favorably to the fiber-optic network Veri- 
zon 1s building. “There's no significant dif- 
lerence to the consumer,” he said. “They're 
spending billions of dollars to catch up to 
where we are today.” 

Terms of the new contract include: all 
Andover public schools receive free cable 
from Verizon, the three public-access 


channels will remain, and Verizon will 
help construct of a new institutional-net (I- 
Net) system for town and school buildings. 

Verizon will provide a $446,000 grant 
to the town for the new I-Net, according to 
Verizon representatives. The current I-Net, 
built 10 years ago, no longer serves the 
town’s needs, Superintendent Claudia L 
Bach said in her letter to parents before the 
school year. 

“This funding will allow us to bring the 
I-Net up to state-of-the-art technology,” 
said Dempsey, who said that he also hopes 
for additional funding from Comeast for 
the project. “It’s going to be a huge differ- 
ence in speed and reliability.” 

A handful of Verizon representatives 
and several employees attended the meet- 
ing. 

“We fully realize that we need to be 
competitive in our pricing and competitive 
in our services,” said Peter Bowman, Veri- 
zon’s vice president for external affairs in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. “We're 
firmly behind the theory of, ‘Let the con- 
sumers decide.’ We look forward to that 
competition.”

Karl Novick, a 17-year-old 
Phillips Academy student and 
Andover resident, says he didn’t 
know much about Islam before 
this summer, But at a special 
interfaith youth leadership camp, 
he says he “got to experience 
that religion.” 

Novick represented Andover 
in this past summer's fourth 
Annual Camp IF. The Camp IF 
program 1s run by the Anti- 
Defamation League’s New Eng 
land Region and brings together 
Muslim, Jewish, and Christian 
students from New England high 
schools for a week-long program 
in Potter Place, N.H. 

The program involved in 
depth teaching about Christiani- 
ty, Judaism and Islam, with a day 
dedicated to each. Discussions 
were led by clergy, religious 
educators, and teen facilitators, 
Who were past Camp IF partici- 
pants. Campers also took an 
active role in teaching each other 
about their own religions 

During the week, Novick 
expanded his knowledge of other 
religions and cultures through 
workshops and activities 
designed to “show the problems 
with having a lack of diversity,” 


he says. 

“Aside from the workshops 
and days devoted to each reli- 
gion,” says Novick, “the thing I 
remember the most was prayer 
time during the day. That more 
than anything seemed to get the 
message of diversity across.” 
The camp offered several daily 
prayer services that were open to 
anyone interested in participat- 
ing. Novick spent a lot of time 
with his Muslim friends in 
prayer services. On the day the 
campers left to go back home, 
the imam, who led the services 
and come to know Novick, pre- 
sented him with a prayer rug. 

Participants were placed in 
regional groups that expect to 
conunuing meeting throughout 
the year. The goal, describes 
Novick, is “to bring the message 
of diversity to the rest of the 
community.” Although they have 
only met once, Novick’s group is 
thinking about planning an 
exhibit with visual art pieces and 
musical presentations. 

Novick found out about 
Camp IF through Temple 
Emanuel of Andover, where he 
is a member. He says he became 
involved to learn more about his 
own religion and to see what the 
program was like.

HE MASSACHUSETTS SCHOOL OF

y Coming of Age chronicles the major devel- 
opments in a period marked by the rise of 
modernity and a dramatic change in the 
physical and social landscape. 

In works by Albert Bierstadt, Asher 
Durand and Frederic Church, Coming of 
Age considers the influence of the American 
landscape on mid-century artists as they 
began to establish an idiom reflecting their 
uniquely American experiences and values. 
By the late 19th century, artists such as 
Thomas Eakins, Winslow Homer, and East- 
man Johnson would portray the power and 
growth of America through native subjects 
while American expatriate painters John 
Singer Sargent and James McNeil Whistler 
created European-inspired paintings of 
European scenes.

Last week, I described 
the events leading up to the 
beginning of the split 
between what is now 
Andover and North 
Andover. If you missed my 
riveting and breathtaking 
version of history, which 
included witches, witch 
hunters, and an unfortunate

week’s column (go to 
“archive” then “editorials”). The column ended 
by explaining why the South end of town 
(today’s Andover) began to outgrow the North 
(today’s North Andover) by the be ginning of the 
18th Century. Everyone was a C ongregationalist, 
but the emerging majority, living in the South, 
wasn't happy about traveling a long way to the 
only church, which was in the North. 

lhe break between North and South was insti- 
tutionalized when the entire town’s population 
outgrew the meeting house, and the decision was 
made to build a new one. This was in the days 
when church and state were intertwined, and the 
meeting house, where town meetings were held, 
was the church. The discussion about where to 
build the new structure dragged on for a while 
until, in 1707, the town voted to construct a 60-

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by-40-foot building in the South end, three miles 
from the old meeting house. The South-enders 
displayed their political muscle by substantially 
outvoting the North and rejecting any middle 
ground location. The angry North tried to bypass 
the democratic process and appealed to the Great 
and General Court, arguing that the new location 
wasn't central. The General Court showed its 
political acumen by appointing a committee and 
holding public meetings, eventually agreeing 
with the South. In 1708, the General Court deter- 
mined that the town could afford two ministers 
and two meeting houses and ordered that 
Andover be divided into two parishes of the same 
geographic size. In 1709, the South built its meet- 
ing house on what is now the Andover Playstead. 
It was opened for church services in January 
1710. There is no record as to anyone from the 
North being invited 

Prior to the first South Church service, the 
General Court required that Thomas Barnard, the 
town’s pastor, make a choice between North and 
South. 

It gave him until Dec. 11, 1710. Barnard 
decided to leave his option open until the last day, 
but the impatient South made the decision for 
him and hired Samuel Phillips the day before Mr 
Barnard was to make his choice. Parson Barnard, 
who held the pulpit during the witch hunt, may 
not have been universally loved. About this time, 
the unhappy people in the North stopped paying 
Barnard (whose misery was augmented when his 
house burned) 

The South’s Samuel Phillips, who lived in a 
new parsonage at the southeast corer of what is 
now School and Central streets, turned out to be 
a real beauty of a find and presided over the 
South Church for 59 years. Although a bit of a 
tyrant whose sermons could go on for hours, he 
and his descendants became one of the most 
important families in the history of the area. The 
South's aggressiveness paid off 

It took 45 years for the final parish boundary 
to be established (1709 to 1754). There probably 
was no urgency because people knew what 
church they'd attend. The town, including both 
parishes, was still one political entity, but South 
Andover continued to develop more quickly, the 
proof being the quick establishment of a dis- 
tillery. The South led the way in education: the 
first area grammar school was built where 
Phillip’s Academy later was located; Phillips 
Academy was founded in 1778 by the grandson 
and namesake of Samuel Phillips: Andover The- 
ological Seminary was built next to PA 30 years

later. 

The Industrial Revolution came to town, 
increasing the population. The Bill of Rights 
required the separation of church and state; new 
religious denominations flourished. And, in the 
last religious division approved by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, a legal separation of the 
West Parish from the South Parish was approved 
in 1827. 

Unlike the earlier rancor when North and 
South parishes split, the division of West and 
South was a quiet affair, causing little controver- 
sy. Politically, the West Parish would align itself 
with the South Parish when the formal separation 
into two towns was fought out. 

It’s difficult to say when the South’s goodbye 
to the North began. Andover history books show 
little evidence of great affection between the 
South and North, although the parish parsons 
maintained good relations. Starting in 1781, the 
two parishes took turns holding the town meet- 
ing, perhaps indicating some degree of equanim- 
ity. The political division didn’t heat up until 
almost a century-and-a-half after the parishes 
divided. If there was a slow sizzle about the issue 
of the town’s final split, by the 1840s it was a 
conflagration made manifest in letters to the 
town’s newspaper. 

Juliet Mofford’s 2004 book quotes an 1843 
letter that says “... at meetings, we have to stand, 
bolt upright — 5[00] or 600 men. stowed as thick 
as stalks in a field of rye for four or five hours ... 
[FJour-fifths of the voters are unable to get near 
enough to the moderator to hear what subject 
may be under consideration. The result is that 
most of the town business is generally done up by 
about 40 or SO citizens who go early and ... stand 
near the moderator’s desk.” I have a mental pic- 
ture of the jostling for position that must have 
occurred under such circumstances. 

Matters worked toward final separation at the 
annual town meeting on March 6, 1854 when it 
was voted 40] to 102 to divide Andover accord- 
ing to the parish lines created 
in 1754. This division had to ——___ 
be confirmed by the General 
Court, and the North was 
unhappy again, appointing a 
committee to strenuously 
oppose the division of the 
town in spite of the over- 
whelming vote. When it 
became apparent to the North 
that the division would be rati- 
fied, many of them argued that

the North Parish should be called Andover, leav- 
ing the South Parish to be named South Andover. 
Their argument had some validity, since the town 
originally was settled around what is now Old 
North Andover Center. 

However, the matter was decided when Gay- 
ton Osgood, whose ancestors and descendants 
have lived in Andover and North Andover from 
its beginning until now, stood up at a meeting 
held at North Parish Church and magnanimously 
stated that he thought that the men of South 
Parish had acted honorably. Osgood, who was 
highly respected, stated that, in any event, he 
liked the name North Andover. In the end, in 
order to divide the town and keep the name 
Andover, the South and West Parishes paid the 
North $500, gave up their interest in two fire 
engines, allowed students from North Andover to 
attend Punchard Free School (until North 
Andover built its own school), and let North 
Andover’s paupers stay in the alms house located 
in the South (until North Andover built its own). 
The General Court divided the towns and incor- 
porated the town of North Andover on April 7, 
1855. At the time, North Andover’s population 
(2,200) was less than half of Andover’s (4,700). 

In the sense that no one was shot or anything 
like that, I guess the division of the town ended 
amicably, although there are a lot of people in 
North Andover who'd argue that the name 
“Andover” was stolen.
